To all His Loving Subjects 


For Liberty of Conſcience. 


AT having pleaſed Almighty God not only to bring Us 
# to the Imperial Crown of thete Kinzdoms through 
the greatelit difficulties, but to preſerve Us by a more 
than ordinary Proyzidence upon the Throne of Our 
Royal Anceſtors, there is nothing now that We ſo 
earneſ{tly delire, as to Eſtabliſh Our Government on 
ſach a Foundation, as may make Our Subjects happy, 
and unite them to Us by Inclination as well as Du- 
ty; Which We think can be done by no means ſo 
eftectually, as by granting to them the free Exerciſe 
of their Religion for the time to come, and add that 


to the perfect Enjyyment of their Property, which 
has never been in any caſe Invaded by Us fince Our coming to the Crown : Which 


being the two things Men value moſt, ſhall ever be preſerved in theſe Kinzdoms, 
during Our Reign over them, as the trueſt methods of their Peace and Our Glory. 
We cannot but heartily with, as it will eaſily be believed, that all the people of 
Our Dominions were Members of the Catholick Church, yet We humbly thank 
Almighty God, it 1s, and hath of long time been Our conſtant Senſe and Opinion 
(which upon divers Occaſions We have declared) that Conſcience onght not to be 
con!trained, nor people forced in matters of meer Religion : It has ever been di- 
rectly contrary to Oar Inclination, as We think it is to the Intereſt of Govern- 
meat, which it deſtroys by ſpoiling Trade, depopulating Conntreys, and dif 
Couraging Strangers z and finally, that it never obtained the End for which it was 


employed :

employed : And in this We are the more Confirmed by the Refleftions We huwe 
made upon the Condudt of the four laſt Reigns. For after all the frequent and 
preſling Endeavers that were uſed in each of them, to reduce this Kingdom to an 
exact Conformity in Religion, it 1s viſible the Snccets has not anſwered the Deſign, 
and that the Difficulty is invincible; We therefore out of our Princely Care and Af- 
tection unto all Our Loving Subjzas, that they may live at Eaſe an1 Quiet, and for 
the increaſe of Trade, and incouragement of Strangers, have thought fit by vertue 
of our Royal Prerogative, to Tue forth this Our Declaration of Indulgence; ma- 
king no doubt of the Concurrence of Our I wo Houſes of Parliament, when We 
ſhall think it convenient for them to Meet. 

In the firſt place We do Declare, that We will Protect and Maintain Our Arch- 
Biſhops, Biſhops, and Clergy, and all other Our Subjects of the Church of Fn and, 
in the free Exercile of their Religion, as by Law Eſtab.1 hed, and in tl e quiet and 
full Erj yment of all their Poſſeſſions, without any Moleſtation or Diſturbance 
whatloever. | 

__ We do likewiſe Declare, That it 1s Our Royal.-Will and Pleaſure, that from 
henceforth the Execution of all and all manner of Penal Laws in Matters Eccle/7- 
«ſii:al, for not coming to Church, or not Receiving the Sacrament, or for any other 
Non-conformity to the Religion Eſtablithed, or for, or by Reaſon of the Exerciic 
of Religion 19 any manner whatſoever, be immediately Saſpended ; And the fur- 
ther Execation of the ſaid Penal Laws, and every of them, is hereby Suſpended. 

Ard to the end that by the Liberty hereby granted, the Peace aad Security of 
Our Government in the Practice thereof may not be indangered, We have thought 
fit, and do hereby {traitly Charge and Command all our Loving Subje&s, That 
as We do freely give them Leave to Meet and Serve God after their own W ay 
and manner, be it in private Houſes, or places purpoſely hired or built for that 
uſe; ſo that they take eſpecial care, that nothing be preached or taught among{t 
them, which may any ways tend to Alienate the Hearts of Our People from U;

And to the end that all our Loving Subjects may receive and enjoy the full 
Benefit and Advantage of our Gracious Indulgence hereby intended, and may be 
Acquitted and Diſcharged from all Pains, Penalties, Forteitures, and Diſabilities 
by them or any of them incurred or forfeited, or which they ſhall or may at any 
time hereafter be liable to, for or by reaſon of their Non-contortnity, or the Exer- 
ciſe of their Religion, and from all Suits, Troubles or Diſturbances for the ſame : 
We do hereby give our Free and Ample Pardon unto all Non-conformiſts, Recu- 
ſants and other our Loving Subjects, for all Crimes and Things by them commit- 
ted or done contrary to the penal Laws formerly made relating to Religion and the 
Profeſſion or Exerciſe thereof. Hereby Declaring, Ihat this our Royal Pardon 
and Indempnity ſhall be as Good and EffeEtual to all Intents and purpoſes, as if
